Gowalpara—Jungles—Gowahatti— Durrung— 
Tedspui— Bishnauth. 
Reached Gowalpara, a large town on the 
southern borders of Asam. While walking from 
our boats to the town, passed through a village 
of hunters. 
the skins of tigers, leopards, and other beasts, for 
each of which they receive from government a 
premium of five rupees. No weapon is used in 
killing these beasts, but a simple bow and arrow 
made of bamboo. The arrow isdipped in a poi- 
son so powerful, that the beast runs but a few 
rods after the skin is pierced. 
27. Passed most of the day at the residence 
of Capt. D., one of the officers of the English 
government. The zitlah, or country over which 
he presides, is the first in this direction within the 
jurisdiction of Capt. Jenkins. The house of Capt. 
D., being situated on a lofty hill, commands a fine 
view of the plains of lower Asam, and in the 
cold season, of the snow-capt mountains of the 
north. Quite a number of English officers are 
stationed here, and a garrison of native soldiers. 
June 2. Since leaving Gowalpara, our pro- 
gress has been retarded by a rapid current, and 
by banks covered with an almost impenetrable 
jungle; which, but for the resolution of our boat- 
men, would have prevented our going forward as 
we have done, by towing. As we have a strong 
head wind, our only way of proceeding is to 
break a path through the dense jungle for the 
tow-men. These jungles are mostly composed 
of reed-like grass, ten or twelve feet in height, 
the stalks of which the boatmen gather for fire. 
wood. Sometimes small bushes take the place of 
grass. We often ascend the mast, to look upon 
the immense plain about us. Frequently we see: 
herds of wild buffalos, bison, deer, hogs, &c., 
roving unmolested through these vast wastes.— 
To-day we have left the jungles, and are passing 
through a finely cultivated country. The scene. 
ry on the shore is beautifully diversified. 
3. This afternoon arrived at Gowahatti, the 
place of Capt. Jenkins’s residence. It is situa- 
ted in a fertile plain, surrounded on all sides by 
mountains. From Capt. J. we received a most 
cordial welcome. We found him aman who 
holds the reigns of government with dignity, and 
who is unwearied in his efforts to spread abroad 
the blessings of science and civilization. He is 
a practical philanthropist, ever ready to second 
every benevolent enterprize. Have had an inter- 
view with Messrs. Ray and Robinson, missiona- 
ries of the Serampore Society. Mr. Ray has 
been stationed here for several years. He leaves 
soon, to teach a school for government, several 
hundreds of miles inthe interior. In doing this, 
he is obliged to relinquish his missionary labors 
entirely, and to teach nothing in his school but 
science, religious instruction being strictly pro- 
hibited. Mr, Robinson has been here one year, 
and is soon to leave dh an expedition to Butan. 
Little missionary work has been accomplished. 
We find no schools, and no converts. A sermon 
is preached every Lord’s day tn the chapel, to 
the English, or rather for them, for they seldom 
attend. Well may the neglected natives take up 
the lamentation, ‘“* No man careth for our souls.” 
4. Sabbath. Had the privilege of attending 
worship in the chapel with our missionary breth- 
ren. Br. Robinson preached to a very small as- 
sembly, there being but four individuals present 
besides the missionaries. Alas! what forgetful. 
ness of God prevails among those who have from 
their childhood been conversant with the truths 
of the Christian religion.* 
5. ‘Towards evening made an excursion with 
i +7 J. among the hills which environ Gowa- 
atti. 
6. Left G. with a fair wind, and with high 
hopes of soon arriving at the end of our journey. 
Capt. J. kindly procured a pundit for us, so that 
we can prosecute the study of the Asamese dur- 
ing the remainder of our voyage. 
7. Contended with a head wind and strong 
current. Made only about a mile. 
8. Fair wind. Reached Durrung about 8 in 
the evening. 
9. Left Durrung about 12—fair wind. 
12. Sabbath. Another day of sacred rest 
has passed. We have been permitted again to 
bow around our family altar, to return thanks to 
our great Benefactor for preserving and restoring 
mercy. We have been for a few days past, af- 
flicted with sickness—but now rejoice in return.

14, Arrived at Tedspur, a smail town, and 
military outpost. Here is established the first 
court east of Gawahatti. A physician, survey- 
or, and overseer of public works, are stationed 
here. We were hospitably received, and our

19. Are ready to leave Bishnauth, and are 
cheered with the hope that our next stopping 
place will be Sadiya. Weare now 750 miles 
from Calcutta, and 250 from Sadiya. 

23. Fora few days past, have been favored 
with a fair wind, which has brought us oae third 
of the distance from Bishnauth to Sadiya. This 
is probably the worst part of our way. Our 
boatmen are almost discouraged by the strength 
of the current, and by the opposing winds which 
have prevailed for a day or two. 

The journal closes here ; but Mr. Bronsog has sub- 
joined the following summary of the subsequent 
events of the voyage :— 

After slowly progressing a few days, we were 
detained by a tremendous current, against which 
our boatmen declared themselves unable to ad- 
vance. The rain fell in torrents, rendering our 
situation very distressing. Pere I was taken ill 
of the deadly jungle fever, owing, no doubt, to

boat and hasten with all possible speed to Sadiya, | 
to obtain medical assistance, and more men to 
assist in pulling our boats up the river. After 
much deliberation, this plan was agreed upon. 

I will not enlarge, as the Board will have learn- 
ed the mournful result. The interval between 
the departure of br. T. and the arrival of br. 
Brown, on the 11th of July, was one of distress- 
ing anxiety and suffering. For several days, | 
lay for most of the time insensible, and apparent- 
ly on the very borders of the grave. Sister 
Thomas was also very ill during part of the time. 
The coming of br. Brown was to us like that of 
an angel of mercy. He brought us many little 
comforts, which we very much needed, and what 
was more welcome than all, the means of leaving 
the dismal jungle in which we had so long been 
detained. We immediately prepared to leave 
the boats, and on the following mourning set out 
in two dinghies for Sadiya. ‘These boats are 
only large trees hollowed. I filled my half of 
one, as I lay on a small mattress. The voyage 
was not without peril, on account of the rapid 
current, and the sliding banks, which, for most 
of the way, were covered with lofty trees. But, 
guarded by our heavenly keeper, we arrived, 
after six days, at the end of our journey, and 
were welcomed with no ordinary kindness and 
hospitality by the mission family. — Thus has 
closed our voyage up this mighty river. The 
first part of it was one of constant pleasure and 
enjoyment ; of the latter part, how painful the 
remembrance. The spot where my dear brother 
closed his mortal career, is to me one of mourn- 
ful interest. One end of the boat still lies under 
the pressure of the tree that fell upon him. The 
other end rises considerably above the water, as 
if to point out the spot to the passing traveller, 
and tell the mournful tale.

OBITUARY. 


Rev. Arrpteton Morse, pastor of the Bap- 
tist Church in Fitchburg, Mass. fell asleep in Je- 
sus on Wednesday evening, Oct. 24, aged 33 
years and six months, The disease of which he 
died is the Typhus fever prevalent to some ex- 
tent in Fitchburg, and in certain other places in 
New-England the present season. 

About five years ago, Mr. Morse took the pas- 
toral care of the Church with which he was con- 
nected at the time of his death. After laboring 
in that place about two years, he removed to 
West Cambridge, where he continued to preach 
more than a year, when, on the invitation of his 
former people, he returned to Fitchburg. 

Brother Morse was characterized as a man of 
prayer. His deep and solemn piety was evin- 
ced, both when publicly persuading the sinner to 
be reconciled to God, and exhorting his breth- 
ren to grow in grace, and when mingling with 
society.

rupt youthful purity, to flatter the vanity of prin- 
ces, to give relish to the mind for sensual pleas- 
ures, together with most of the verse of a modern 
Byron, Swift, Burns, and Moore, whose works 
are polluted as they are brilliant; we say, had 
they been consigned at their birth to darkness 
and to fire, there is no question but that the world 
had been nearer its redemption than itis! Who 
dare say that they purify and refine the affec- 
tions. that they quicken the conscience, that they 
incite to benevolent action, or encourage the mind 
in the pursuit of truth? Far from it. But how 
many can charge them with having created «& 
stronger relish for sensual pleasures, benumbed 
the conscience, and degraded all the moral sen- 
sibilities of the soul! ‘To the learned and wise 
who cling to some of these classic works just 
mentioned, and introduce them into Academies 
and Colleges, we would suggest with all due 
deference to “the powers above,” the propriety of 
using in such seminaries, Josephus, instead of 
Homer, Pliny and Plutarch instead of Ovid and 
Horace. And what shall we say of most works 
of fiction? We would spare some of the novels 
of a Mrs. Sherwood, some of the pleasing and 
useful fictions of Bunyan, and others ; but take 
the novels asa whole, that are now flooding our 
community,— 


‘* That like ephemera spring in a day 
From lean and shallow soiled brains of sand, 


And in a day expire,” 

And tell us what value the Christian religion 
should set upon them? Many of them have 
about as much mental calibre about them, as 
common gossip and “small talk,” the bulk of 
them, about as much morality as will keep them 
fiom lewdness and swearing, and hardly that; 
some of them have very much that is witty and 
amusing, like those of a Marryatt; but coupled 
at the same time with incidents at war with na- 
ture, and full of diseased and putrid thought.— 
What benefit is derived from them, did we say ? 
Go ask those noted for a ridiculous passion for 
the romantic—go ask the reckless inebriate—ask 
the profane, the licentious wretches of our land ; 
and if any gleams of reason can steal in upon 
the darkened chambers of the soul, they will 
curse the day in which, and the man from whom, 
they purchased the popular fictions that bewil- 
dered their mora! faculties, and led them into sin. 
That will be sufficient answer. As for any ben- 
efit from them, religion has received and acknow- 
ledges none. 

Next; take the works of the historical paint- 
er. Years, health, and wealth are wasted at 
the palette, by the historical painter, urged on by 
a passion for the pursuit or the fame he expects 
he shall win. After all, what is the benefit of 
his productions? Whether the events portrayed
